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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a preform, classified in class 428, subclass 542.8. 

II. Claims 1 1-20 and 33-40, drawn to an article, classified in class 428, subclass 35.7. 

III. Claims 21-24, drawn to a blend, classified in class 525, subclass 30. 

IV. Claims 25-32, 41-48 and 57-61, drawn to a method of making an article, 
classified in class 264, subclass 454. 

V. Claims 49-56, drawn to a packaging component, classified in class 525, subclass 
10. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate-final 
product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the intermediate 
product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 3rd paragraph), and 
the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the instant case, the intermediate 
product is deemed to be useful as a single-layer article and the inventions are deemed patentably 
distinct since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. Should 
applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant should 
submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious 
variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner 
finds one of the inventions anticipated by the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in 
a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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3. Inventions I and ED are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)).

In the instant case the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product such as a 
multilayer preform where two layers of the blend are in contact with each other, and therefore, 
not separated by a polyester layer. 

5. Inventions I and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because claim 1 does not require that the preform comprise an alkylene imine polymer 
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that resists migration of carbon dioxide through the resin wall, as required in claim 49. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a packaging sheet. 

6. Inventions II and HI are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 

A claimed because claims 1 1 , 20 and 33 do not require that the barrier resin resists transmission of 

gas, water vapor or flavorants, as required in claim 21. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as the composition of a packaging sheet.

In the instant case the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product such as a 
multilayer preform where two layers of the blend are in contact with each other, and therefore, 
not separated by a polyester layer. 

10. Inventions V and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because claim 49 does not require a barrier resin that resists transmission of gas, water 
vapor or flavorants, as required in claim 21. The subcombination has separate utility such as the 
composition of plastic sheeting for use as a window pane. 

1 1 . Inventions IV and V are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
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process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product such as a 
multilayer preform where two layers of the blend are in contact with each other, and therefore, 
not separated by a polyester layer. 

12. A telephone call was made to Therese A. Hendricks on August 8, 2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 
Therese A. Hendricks requested that a written restriction be issued on August 9, 2005. 

13. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
